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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 7, 10, 16, 22, 24, 27, and 29 have 
been fully considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection 
necessitated by claim amendment in view of Walker (US 6510413) and Capek et al. 
(US 6094677). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - (e) the invention was described in (1) an application for 
patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of 
an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 7, 10, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being by Walker 
(US 6510413). 

4. Regarding claims 1, 7, 10, and 16, Walker discloses a data processing 
apparatus/method capable of communicating with a server and a browser via a network, 
comprising: means for obtaining data from the server according to a request from the 
browser apparatus (elements 101-103 in figure 1, obtaining a text file)] means for 
creating synthetic voice data indicating a part or the whole of the contents of the 
obtained data (waveform generator 104 in figure 1)\ means for storing the synthetic 
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voice data (storing generated waveform as a voice file 1 10 in figure 1)\ means for 
forming data by adding to the obtained data an identifier indicating a location where the 
synthetic voice data is stored (col. 1, line 43 to col. 2, line 11, waveform created and 
stored ready for downloading based on a user request)] and means for providing said 
browser apparatus with the formed data (coL 1, line 43 to col. 2, line 11, waveform 
created and stored ready for downloading based on a user request), wherein said 
browser apparatus comprises means for acquiring the synthetic voice data from the 
location indicated by the identifier and outputting a voice related to the synthetic voice 
data (col. 1, line 43 to col. 2, line 11, waveform created and stored ready for 
downloading based on a user request). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 22, 24, 27, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walker (US 6510413) in view of Capek et al. (US 6094677). 

7. Regarding claims 22, 24, 27, and 29, Walker fails to specifically disclose that the 
obtained data is described in a markup language, and the identifier is added to the 
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obtained data as a tag corresponding to the markup language. However, Capek et al. 
teach that the obtained data is described in a markup language, and the identifier is 
added to the obtained data as a tag corresponding to the markup language (coL 1, line 
55 to col. 2, line 24). 

Since Walker and Capek et al. are analogous art because they are from the 
same field of endeavors, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of invention to modify Walker by incorporating the teaching of Capek et al. in 
order to enable users to click on links to download synthesized voice files to the client 
device for playback. The advantage of this is to save computing power in synthesizing 
speech for the portable client device.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Imielinski et al. (US 6240448) is considered pertinent to the 
claimed invention.
